publle today, Tue direction from tho
wesident  w  Genoral  Miles  regard-
ng Colonel TForsythe was clearly 1w
the effect that  General Miles  should
aseortain the conauet of the' Seventh cavaley
and the discretion used by Colonel Forsytho
in the matter of injury to women ana  chils
dren, and if it was believed that thero was
culpable negleet or aruelty o court of ingquiry
ahould bo convened, but It was not the
thought of either the president or the war de-
partinent that the colonel should be taken
from commnnd in the very midst of a con-
fliet aud when bis sorvices were most
needed,

All of the newspapers of Washington to-
day make editorial comment upou the For-
sythe incldent, and the following from the
Morning Post gives a very good index to
the drift of noewspaper comment here;

*“The poneral public, moved by the instine-
tive sense of justioe characteristic of the
Awmeorican peoples, will not rundll{ be recon-
clled to the summary action taken in the case
of Colonel ., Forsythe of the Soventh cav-
ulry, by which that gallant offleer is rolieved
of his commnud and ordered out of notive
service for an investigation. It looks too
mueh ke tho old war times polioy, when bat-
tles had W be fought with an enemy in the
rear, as well as au enemy ot the front. It
may be that there wore clreumstances con-
neoted with tha disastrous fight at Wounded

oxplanation, but they must have beon

It is Again Discussod by the Sennte
In Secoret Sesshon, 5]

Wasmixarox, Jan, §, —The oecowplicht .
botweoen Nicaramin and Costa Rion, growing
out of tho boundury dispute afecting the
Nicarngun eanal company’s convession, wors
discussad aguin today by the senate in soorok
sosslon, and the committeo on forcign rolae
tions was instructed o “inquire Inta what
steps hnd been laken undor the set of con-
gross incorporating the company, and what
are the present  conditions and prospocts of
the cnterprise, and conslder and roport whiat,
in its opinion, the ioterests of the Unitod
States amy reguire I respoct to that lutors
oceanie communleation.

Thoe sonate also made publio the treaty
signed Decombaer 1, 1585, betweos the Unlted
Stutes and Niearagam providing for the cou-
straction of an Interoccanie caunl neross thoe
tervitory  of that vepublie, The letwr of
transmittal was signed by President Avthare
and Is n strongg argumaont {n demonstration of

the necessity of the eanal  for  politis
